Frustrations of a typical, 
motorist led the Attorney 
General to forget his legal 
training and give Hoosiers bad 
advice. 
Theodore L Sendak called a 
press conference to update 
reporters on several activities 
connected with his office and 
official duties. However, he 
started the meeting describing 
actions taken as a result of a trip 
around the overloaded in­ 
terstate looping the capitol city. 
It is carrying twice the load 
projected prior to construction 
and is the site of many fatalities. 
Saying that he was no “Evel 
Knievel" seeking thrills, Sendak 
admitted he avoided the in­ 
terstate whenever possible. 
During one recent 15 minute 
exposure to the heavily traveled 
highway, he copied down the 
license numbers of at least ten 
vehicles disobeying Indiana 
traffic laws. Some passed him 
so fast he was unable to copy the 
numbers without endangering 
his own driving 
Returning to his office, he 
fired off letters to State Police 
Superintendent Robert Debard, 
who was out of the state on 
vactaion; the Commissioner of 
the Bureau, of Motor Vehicles; 
head of the State Public Service 
C o m m issio n ; 
E x e c u tiv e 
Director of the Indiana Motor 
Truck Association; and made 
telephone calls to one trucking 
firm and a bus company whose 
vehicles he had observed in, 
violations of Indiana laws. 
Sendak said: "Even though I 
do not have to the power of 
arrest, 1 have the sam e 
authority as you do to call at­ 
tention of these things to the 
public, and I did. I think that 
every citizen ought to do the 
same thing and maybe we can 
get some more action and save 
more lives as citizens calling 
attention of proper officials to 
violations." 
The letters cited Indiana laws

act upon the information im ­ 
parted. 
The solution is to provide a 
long over due increase in the 
size of our police force, in­ 
cluding enough civilian em ­ 
ployes to properly man all 
weighing stations in the state. 
Still another help might be to 
develop a distinctive horn singal 
as was done during World War 
II 
to 
evidence 
personal 
displeasure with the driving 
habits observed As you will 
remember, tires and gasoline 
were rationed during the war, 
and it was unpatriotic to exceed 
the very low linit. Drivers were 
encouraged to give the “V” for 
victory in, Morse code on their 
horns when they saw a violation.

■ There is worry in Indiana's rich 
agricultural lands about the impact 
of drought upon crop yields and 
upon the ability of individual farm­ 
ers to withstand the financial impli­ 
cations. 
C e r t a i n l y , th e M id w e s t e r n 
drought is a bitter pill during a time 
of inflation and world food short­ 
ages 
For the most part, Indiana hasn't 
suffered as much as several states 
to the west of us, but the impact 
upon our farmers and upon our 
econom y is a matter for concern 
It's tough to tell how bad the sit­ 
uation w ill be. Som e areas re­ 
ceived rams in time to prevent total 
destruction. Damage in other re­ 
gions has been spotty. 
LI. Gov Robert D. O rr, Indiana's 
com m issioner of a g ricu ltu re , is 
working with federal officials to get 
a better measure of the problem 
and to set in motion the plans to 
ease the situation, where possible 
Teams of federal agency repre­ 
s e n ta tive s in each co u n ty w ill 
begin a detailed analysis. It will 
com e near being a farm -by-farm 
analysis. 


W e 'v e had som e g e n e ra liz e d 
statewide studies but this detailed 
one will give a far better damage 
picture and the extent of effort 
that will be required to deal with it.

By CRAIG PALMER 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — De­ 
spite President Ford’s appeal 
for quick action, national health 
insurance is dead for this 
session of Congress. 
The House Ways and Means 
Committee 
staff 
is 
going 
through the motions of drafting 
yet another compromise bill, 
but with Congress driving for 
el ec tion -year adjournment by 
mid-October, time has just 
about run out. 
The legislation really never 
had a chance in the 93rd 
Congress, not even with the 
shove Ford gave it when he 
took office and asked for 
enactment this year 
But it is sure to have top 
priority when the new Congress 
convenes in January 
The need was evident, for 25 
million Americans are without 
any kind of health insurance 
and millions more have woeful­ 
ly inadequate coverage, espe 
c rally for the catastrophic costs 
of long-term illness. 
The struggle for a solution 
involved two presidents; Sens. 
Edward M Kennedy. D-Mass., 
and Russell Long., D-La.; Rep.. 
Wilbur Mills, D-Ark., the Ways 
and Means chairman; 
the 
American Medical Association; 
the American Hospital Associa­ 
tion, 
the health insurance 
industry, and organized labor. 
What finally killed national, 
health insurance last week was 
the Mills committee's inability 
to agree on two crucial issues: 
Whether to use a payroll 
tax, similar to Social Security 
withholding, to finance cover 
age for catastrophic illnesses. 
Whether to make mandato­ 
ry or optional the basic 
proposed plan under which 
employers would buy private 
insurance 
policies 
for

mil1 ion employes and their 
families, who would pay 25 per 
cent of the cost 
Even before Ford’s appeal, 
impeachment proceedings in 
the 
House 
seriously 
had 
delayed the bill 
Long s Senate Finance Com 
mitt.ee made a stab at drafting 
a bill, then backed off to await 
House action Mills’ committee, 
which must originate all such 
legislation, held nearly three 
months of public hearings and 
decided to scrap every proposal 
and start from scratch 
When 
Ford 
urged 
quick 
passage of health insurance in 
his address to Congress two 
weeks 
ago, 
the 
apparent 
became obvious as the Ways 
and Means Committee tried to 
meet the impossible deadline of 
drafting a bill in less than two 
weeks 
Mills 
effort to forge a 
consensus among his panel’s 24 
members resulted in razor thin 
votes on key elements of his 
staff’s latest draft Half the 
committee, 
most 
of 
them 
Republicans, were sticking to 
the AMA’s insurance plan 
Mills could not achieve the 
healthy majority he wanted 
before he took the bill to the 
House floor 


His committee will tackle tax 
reform after its Labor Day 
recess, and Mills said the only 
hope for health insurance this 
year, if an acceptable compro­ 
mise can be written, would be 
for Congress to return after the 
November elections.

Moon sank in a shallow channel 
of the bay which silted up very 
quickly. 
The mud, which varies

DUPLICATION THROUGH THE AGES 


Last Known American 
POW To Return Home 


VIENTIANE (UPI) - The 15- 
month ordeal of Emmet Kay, 
the last known American 
prisoner of the Indochina war, 
is coming to an end. 
The Communist Pathet Lao 
announced plans to free the 
civilian pilot in two and a half 
weeks. The United States said 
Kay’s family could fly to 
Vientiane to greet him. 
The twin announcem ents 
came Sunday only three weeks 
after the wife of the 47-year-old 
pilot left Laos because his 
release did not appear im­ 
minent. 
The Pathet Lao said Kay, 
who worked for a small airline 
under contract to the U.S. 
government, would be released 
Sept. 12 as part of a general 
prisoner exchange. 
Mrs. Kay, her bags “all 
packed” in Honolulu, said she 
felt as if she had “abandoned” 
her husband when she left 
Laos, but she had to return to 
Hawaii to arrange her ch il­ 
dren’s schooling. 
In Washington, the State 
Department said his wife and 
two children —Pualani. 15, and 
Kimo, 
12 
—could 
fly 
to 
Vientiane to welcome Kay, 
Kay, a pilot for Continental 
Air .Services, fell into Commu­ 
nist hands on May 7, 1973, when 
his single-eng ine plane made a

Transferring Images

Herschel. The English scien­ 
tist wanted copies of draw­ 
ings; o f a new telescope he 
had invented. Herschel dis­ 
covered that certain dyes 
would 
make 
a 
negative 
image under exposure to 
bright light. Thus, he invent­ 
ed blueprinting. This type of 
duplicating was introduced 
into America in 1929. 
Perhaps the most impor­ 
tant step was made in 1930, 
however, by Chester Carlson 
of New York City. Carlson 
worked for three years, sur 
veying the way light can 
affect matter, searching for 
a way to transfer images 
from one paper to another. 
He finally discovered a proc­ 
ess he dubbed “electropho­ 
tography.” 
Copying Electrostatically 
Along with physicist Otto 
Kornei, Carlson rubbed a 
sulphur-coated metal plate 
with a handkerchief to give 
it an electric charge and 
exposed it to a glass slide 
with inked letters for three 
seconds under a flood lamp. 
When the plate was dusted 
with a powder called lyco­ 
podium, the message on the 
glass slide appeared on the 
plate. And when a piece of 
waxed paper was pressed on 
the plate’s sulphur surface, 
the message appeared on the, 
paper. This was the world’s 
first electrostatic copying- 
called xerography, from the 
Greek word for “ dry writing.”
